The lessons for this year deal 


during the first six months with 
the general theme "Jesus, the 
World's Saviour," and during the 
second six months with "The 
Spread of Christianity." 


The quarter's lessons thus far 


have dealt with the preparation 
of Jesus and with the period of 
his popularity. During the com- 
ing quarter we shall enter upon 
the studies which issue in his 
suffering and his sovereignty. 


In the 12 lessons of the past 


quarter we have seen the pre- 
paration for the coming of Jesus 
in the birth and brief career ol 
John the Baptist—a career that 
even in its brevity has left him 
an indelible figure in history—a 
man of rugged strength and di- 
rectness of character. In addi- 
tion to a lesson dealing with his 
birth and its circumstances, we 
have had one specifically devot 
ed to the ministry of John. 
In our study of the childhood 
of Jesus we have seen him grow 
ing in stature and in wisdom 
and increasing in favor with 
God and man. 


His Real Humanity 


We have had occasion to stud 


his real humanity in the story o 
his temptation, and we have fol 
lowed him as he has gone abou 
doing good, ministering, througl 
his gracious power, help to th 
sick both in body and soul, an 
bringing to sinners and outcast 
an environment of love an' 


kindness that has introduced 
them to a new realm of grace 
nd hope. 
We have seen the Master as 


lie world's teacher, giving forth 
he eternal truths applicable to 
aily life in such great teach- 


ings as are found in the Sermon 
n the Mount and the remark- 
ble parables. 
We have seen Jesus himself as 


tinerant preacher of the Gos- 
pel, going about from place to 
)lace, proclaiming 
the 
good 


words of life, and teaching and 
training others in the work of 
publishing the good tidings that 
we call the Gospel. 


We have devoted the study of 


me lesson to the human aspect 
of religion—the neighborliness 
and love for one's fellow men 
that mark a religion that puts 
in the foremost place the mes- 
sage concerning God as a Father 
of love and mercy. In the in- 
comparable portrayal of 
the 


Good Samaritan, we have had a 
imitiess representation of the 
standard of service and mutual 
aid, and at the same time we 
have the religion of practical 
goodness revealed in its contrast 
with the profession of officially 
religious people, who had failed 
then, as they so often fail today, 
to practice the precepts they 
proclaimed. 


Called Them Friends 


We have seen Jesus among his 


friends and his foes, drawing 
about him not only disciples re- 
sponsive to his teaching, but 
friends who were drawn to him 
by his personality and by his ac- 
ceptance of them into his confi- 
dence and his guidance. The 
basis of this friendship he made 
essentially this confidential rela- 


tionship. -Henceforth I call you 
not servants, for the servant 
knoweth not what his lord 
doeth, ' but I have called you 
friends." 


But we see, also, looming on 


the horizon the hostility that 
ultimately was to send Jesus .to 
the cross. He sees the hypocrisy 
of those in high places making 
great profession but using even 
religion to support the injusti- 
ces and tyrannies of the time. 


Like a true prophet, even 


though he be a man of gentle- 
ness and kindliness, he speaks 


out in denunciation of wrong; 
and no man can do that with- 
out rousing the forces of sin and 
bigotry against him. It is from 
this point that we enter upon 
the latter period of the life and 
ministry of Jesus in the 12 les- 
sons that offer in the study of 
the coming quarter the most 
eital material that could be 
found anywhere. 


We move toward that central 


tragedy of history in which also 
is enshrined for humanity its 
highest truth and its hope of 
glory.

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THE VALUES OF BEES 


Strange stories surround the travels of plants 


from country' to country and continent to con- 
tinent until they are known around the world, as 
is the case with tobacco, a native of America; 
coffee, which originated in Asia; and rubber, 
which once was grown only in Brazil. But per- 
haps the strangest story of all concerns the 
transplantation of American red clover to the 
Philippines. 


It was after the United States took over pro- 


tection of the islands in 1898 that agricultural 
experts, surveying the possibilities of the climate, 
decided that red clover would flourish there as a 
pasture and clover crop. So tons of the clover seed 
were introduced. 


The clover flourished as was expected. That 


is, the first seed grew richly and gave promise of 
continuous growth. But the next year the clover 
disappeared. 


The experts were puzzled. It was conceded 


that the experiment was a failure, but no one 
could explain-why until it occurred to one of 
them, years afterward, that what the clover 
needed was bees. And there were no bees in the 
Philippines, no insects with tongues long enough 
to reach into the floret of the clover 'and carry 
off the pollen. 


The next year saw a cargo of bumblebees car- 


ried across the Pacific. The clover was planted 
again. Both bees and clover flourished. Today 
the bumblebee of American descent is as much 
at home in the Oriental islands as in his native 
Virginia or Nebraska. 


PNEUMONIA REPLACES T. B. 


With the reduction of the tuberculosis death 


rate by 50 per cent in the past 25 years, pneu- 
monia stands out today as the chief death-deal- 
ing agent among infectious diseases. 


Throughout the U. S. registration area today 


it is generaUy true that the toll taken by. pneu- 
monia is second only to that of heart disease 
among all causes of death, according to B. H 
Hutchison, widely known biochemist. • In New 
York state the number of deaths among each 
100 000 persns caused annually by pneumonia is 
still near 110, while that attributed to tubercu- 
losis is now below 75. 


However, a definite hope that science will soon 


make marked progress in the conquest of this 
last great problem among infectious diseases is 
seen by Mr. Hutchison. It is based on the suc- 
cess of the two serums evolved and tested within 
the past ten years by Dr. Frank H. Huntoon and 
by Dr. Felton of Harvard Medical School. 


If treatment is made within the first 24 or 48 


hours of the disease with either of these serums 
the chance for survival is more than 50 per cen' 
better than it was ten years ago, he says. 


The peculiar nature of pneumonia, little un 


derstood by the layman, precludes, however, anj 
hope that a single serum will solve the problem 
Science has found that the germs of the disease 
are often present in the mouth of a normal in 
dividual as a harmless part of the bacterial flora 
and the accepted theory is that in a period o' 
lowered resistance they penetrate the mem 
branes of the mouth and throat and thence fin* 
their way through the blood stream to the lungs
